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PROPOSED N.I.A. DIRECTIVE 


FUNCTIONS OP THE DIRECTOR OP CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE 


Pursuant to the President 'e letter oT 22 January 19^6 
designating this Authority as responsible for plannings 
developing, and coordinating all Federal foreign intelligence 
activities 80 as to assure the most effective accomplistoeut 
of the intelligence mission related to the national security, 
the functions of the Director of Central Intelligence arc 
hereby redefined as fo3JLovs, subject to the provisions of 
said letter: 

1. Paragraph 5 of the president's letter of 22 January 
19^6 defined the functions of the Director of Central Intelli- 
gexice as follows: 

Subject to the eiclsting law, and Lo the direction and 
control of the National Intelligence Authority, the 
Director of Central Intelligence shall: 

"a. Accomplish the correlation and evaluation of in- 
telligence relating to the national security, and the 
appropriate dissemination within the Government of the 
resulting strategic and national policy intelligence* 

In so doing, full use shall be made of the staff and 
facilities of the intelligence agencies of your depart- 
ments . 

”b. Plan for the coordination of such of the acciViCies 
of the Intelligence agencies of your departments as 
relate to the national security and recommend to tnc 
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National Intelligence Authority the establishment of such 
over-all policies and objectives as will assure the -lost 
effective accomplishment of the national intelligence 
mission* 

”c. Perform, for the benefit of said intelllgence 
agencies, such services of concion concern as the 
National Intelligence Authority determines can be more 
efficiently accomplished centrally. 

"d. perform such other functions £ind duties related to 
intelligence affecting the national security as the 
President and the National Intelligence Authority nay 
from time to time direct." 

2. In performing the functions specified in paragraph 3 -a of 
tnc- frcsident‘3 letter, the Director of Central Intelligence is 
hereby authorized to undertake such basic research and analysis 
Ox intelligence and counter-intelligence information related to., 
chc national security as may, in his opinion and that of thc- 
appropriate member of the Intelligence Advisory Board, be rc- . 
quired to supplement the research and analysis performed by tc.c 
Stale, War and Navy Departments in the fields of primary 
interest to each of those Departments. This will include the 
centralization of research and analysis activities of comion 
but secondary interest to more than one of those Departments 
when, in the opinion of the Director of Central Intelligence 
and the appropriate members of the Intelligence Advisory Board, 
such activities can bo more efficiently or effectively per- 
formed centrally. 

3* In addition to the functions specif ie-d in paragraph 3~h 
of the President's letter, the Director of Central Intelligence 
15 hereby directed to act as the agent of this Authority ix^ 
coordinating and supervising all Federal foreign intelligence 
aenvities related to ^he national security In accordance with 
the,. overall policies and objectives established by this 
Authority, 
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Pursxiant to paragraph 3-c of the rresident's letter# the 
Director of Ceatral Intelligence is hereby directed to ■perform 
the following services of common concern which this Authority 
I:as determined can be more efficiently accomplished centrally; 

a. Conduct of all organized Federal espionage and counter- 
espionage operations for the collection of foreign Intelli- 
gence information required for the national security, 

b. Conduct of all Federal monitoring of press and propa- 
ganda broadcasts of foreign powers required for the collection 
of intelligence information related to the national security. 

5. To the extent of available appropriations and within ’cho 
limits of their capabilities, as determined by the respcctivts 
i^;.partnients, the State, War and Havy Departments will laak^ 
available to the Director of Central Intelligence, upon h'is re- 
quest, the funds, personnel, facilities and other assistance 
required for the performance of the functions authorized nerexn- 
At the earliest practicable date, the Director of Central In- 
telligence will submit for approval by this Authority any 

: i.:pple;:iental budget required to perrorm the functions uuti.inzcd 
l.croin. In addition to the appropriations already available for 
ti.is purpose in the State, War and Wavy Departments. 

6. Where the performance of functions authorized heruin ru- 

q.-ires the liquidation, transfer or integration of funds, ,iur- 
eoiiTitrl or facilities for existing activities of the State, V/ar 
a:.d I\avy Departments, the liquidation, transfer or lntegratj.on 
w:_il be accomplished at the earliest practicable date as agreed 
to by the Director of Central Intelligence^ and the official 
reo?ch£ible for such activities’ so as to involve a mlnimuLin of 
interruption In the- performance of these functions. - - - 
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
